The condition of feeding hogs avergee 
97, which is a considerable improvement 
since last report. 81 correspondents re- 
port hogs healthy and free from contagi- 
ous diseases, while 65 repoit hog chole- 
ra prevailing. 

In Logan county hogs are reported as 
dying from a new and very fatal disease. 
When first attacked they become stiff 
and finally die in convulsions. 

OTHER LIVE TTOCK. 

Other classes of live stock are reported 
in generally good condition. Pastures 
have held up remarkabla well; very lit 
tie feeding being uessary as yet. 

Lung Fever is reported as prevalent 
among horses in Logan connty, in many 
cases proving fatal. The supply of horses 
is generally considered in excess of the 
demand, and the price prevailing is un- 
satisfactory." For sheep, cattle and hogs, 
the demand is fully up to the supply. 

The over-supply of horses and how 
to dispose of them is a serious problem 
iu many sections. 

FRUIT OUTLOOK. 

The period of high temperature that 
prevailed during November was verv in- 
jurious to fruit buds, notably jieaches, 
cherries and pi umbs. These buds have 
swelled to such an extent that they can- 
not withstand the full measure of cohl. 
Apple and pear buds also show the ef 
fects of the forcing weather, but they are 
hardy at a lower temperature thaD we 
may ordinarily expect in this lattitude. 
The present outlook is not flattering for 
stone fruit to say the least, while in the 
case of apples and pears there is yet no 
ground for serious apprehension. 

STATISTICAL. 

The acreage and yield of the various 
crops in the State for 1896 as compiled 
from the reports of the county assessors 
are: Corn, 2,473 321 acres, producing 

63,550,093 bushels. Wheat. 790,061 aciee, 
producing 10,441,800 bushels. Of oats 
produced 4,025 614 bushels.

WHEAT. 

The usually favorable condition for 
the wheat crop was maintained without 
interruption through November until the 
28th. During that time the growth made 
was unprecedented for the season; a 
vigorous condition was firmly established. 
On November 28 a sudden and decided 
change in temperature occurred, bring- 
ing tiie mercury down to 13 degrees in 
many sections. 

The reports on condition of growing 
crop give au average of 101. It may be 
well to mention that the form for 
the reports were in the hands 
of correspondents 6ince the middle of 
NdVemher and were, in a majority of 
cases, made up before the cold snap The 
only mention of damage by the freeze is 
found in the reports last received and it is 
possible ihat were a full account of the 
effects of the severe weather taken, the 
per.e itageofeond lion would be reduced 
McCracken, the last comity to report, 
states, “early wheat considerably dam- 
aged from late freeze." 

In the counties of Breckinridge, Da- 
viess, Hardin, Larue and Owen, the ffv 
is reported as damaging early wheat.

The corn crop is practically all criblxd 
in good condition. Verv few corres- 
pondents consider thequality more than 
an average. Even from counties where 
the yield is reported largest complaints 
are made tiiat the weight is not in pro- 
portion to bulk The late corn in par 
ticular is of inferior quality. 

The yield per acre averages 27 bush 
els, which is one bushel less than the 
normal average yield. The number of 
acres grown in the State for 1896, as 
shown by reports o i county assessors, is
